Mixed Feelings About the B.C. Returns 


E Social Credit ‘victory in the 

British Columbia general election 
was bound to arouse conflicting feelings 
in the national capital. Neither the 
Liberals nor the Con- 
sérvatives have any. 
reason to look with 
affection.on Premier 
Bennett. Except for 
Jean Lesage, in his 
heyday, no provincial 
magnate has done 
more to create 


national govern 
ments. Mr. Bennett 
has been an unpre- 
dictable force in Canadian politics, .at 
times disarmingly accommodating, at 
others hostile. Often he has simply 
ignored Ottawa, treating it virtually as 
the capital of some not-very-important 


foreign country. * 


From this standpoint, a government 
in Victoria headed by Mr. Berger might 
have been looked upon at least at the 
outset as a welcome change. 

On the other hand, the NDP has been 
over the—years a considerably more 
serious threat to the federal parties than 
its strangely erratic rival, Social Credit. 
While its fortunes vary, there is a 
quality of permanence about the NDP. 

But the official Social Credit Party, 
despite occasional and ephemeral dis- 
strength, has twice- been 
eliminated from the Federal scene; once 
by Mr. Diefenbaker and once by Mr. 
Trudeau. What is left is the Creditiste 
fragment, which appears to be increas- 
ingly redirecting its attention to the 
Quebec provincial scene. 


Gaining Ground 


Moreover, the NDP, even before Mr. 
Schreyer’s Manitoba victory had been 
gaining ground (as evidenced by the 
polls and byelections) and _ directly 
threatening the Liberals who dominate 
the urban ridings of Canada. 

On such a_ reckoning an NDP 
provincial victory in British Columbia, 
immediately following the Manitoba 
turnover would have been widely inter- 
preted — whether correctly or not — as 
evidence of gathering momentum and a 
portent of political trouble for the 
Trudeau government. ; 

Whatever impression it may. have 
made on B.C. ‘voters, -Mr: ‘Bennett's 
posture as the saviour of his province 
from ‘‘Marxian Socialism’’ was generally 
dismissed in Ottawa as extravagant 
melodrama. It even aroused some mild 
amu#@ment. For the NDP: plot, as 
detected by Mr. Bennett and reported in 
newspaper despatches, apparently in- 


-volved a succession of provincial power 


seizures leading to the final enthrone- 
ment socialism in the national capital. 

It is 
precisely the sort of staged triumph 
which Mr. Bennett on more than one 
oécasion publicly predicted for Social 
Credit. On to Ottawa was the rallying 
cry. There was even a strong suspicion 
that .Mr. Bennett, like Warwick, had 
hand-picked Real Caouette to wear -the 
federal crown, 


A Forlorn. Battle 


As the B.C. leaders, from the outset, 
appeared to be fighting a forlorn battle, 
there is no particular disappointment 
over Dr. McGeer’s showing. The confi- 
dent NDP campaign did, however create 
a quite general feeling that the province 
was headed for minority government, in 
which case a small Liberal group might 
have enjoyed disproportionate influence. 

Some observers think that the rout of 
the NDP has in any case created. ia 
Literal ‘ opportunity. For the record 
strongly suggests that the NDP, inera- 
dicable as it may well be; is not a force 
capable of dislodging Social Credit in 
British Columbia. , i 

After all, it has made six attempts 
since the initial Social Credit victory — 
the last in circum8tances which certainly 
appeared favorable to NDP stalwarts — 
only to find itself weaker at the end, in 
terms of legislative seats, tHan it was at 
the beginning of the Bennett era. 

This is. almost bound. to shake the 
credibility of the NDP as the B.C. 
alternative and thus to deny Mr. 
Berger's group the clear advantage over 


ft 


wryly recalled that this is-- 


provincial Liberals which it has long 
enjoyed. . 

The failure of Mr. Schreyer’s venture 
into coastal politics is also instructive. In 
accepting the B.C. invitation, the Mani- 
toba premier conformed to the pattern 
established by Mr.. Douglas who, as 
premier of Saskatchewan, regularly 
offered his.services to the party in other 
provinces. Never has this strategy 
proved effective..Other party leaders — 
including Social Credit’s first leader, the 
late Mr. Aberhart — have followed the 
same practice with equal lack of 
success. : 

But the NDP seems to have been 
more reluctant than other parties to 
draw conclusions from the experience. 
With every miscalculation the idea 
seems to take firmer root that what 
failed to work last time, or the time 
before, or the time before that, is a 
reliable socialist victory formula for the 
next round. 


Others Unimpressed 


Whatever may have been the case in 
earlier times, modern evidence suggests 
that péople in one province are remark- 
ably unimpressed by what happens in the 
politits of others. Plainly Mr. Schreyer’s 
victory did not seem particularly rele- 
vant to B.C. voters in. their provincial 
situation—unless, of course, they 
accepted it as confirmations of the dire 
warning of W. A. C. Bennett. 

It is easier to discern a phenoménon 
than to explain it. The compartmentaliza- 
tion of politics is not. nearly so new as 
some have suggested. In the -last 
century, for example, Ontario citizens 
regularly voted for Mowat, the Liberal, 
provincially and for Macdonald, the 
Conservative, federally. 


But this was considered remarkable 
and it may well be true that political 
momentum, represented by a build-up of 
provincial victories, counted for more, 
then and for long afterwards, than it 
does today. 

As federalsim -has blurred party 
distinctions, it has doubtless tended to 
‘wetuken the political allegiance of voters. 
Nowadays people cross lines with 
comparative indifference and federal 
voting. patterns seem to have no more 
significance for provincial elections than 
provincial returns do for national 
contests. : 


Resent Outside Advice 


If the provincial voter is indifferent to 
federal politics as he makes his decision 
about local matters, there is even less 
reason why he should be moved by 
political results in another province. He 


‘may even resent advice from outside,-as— 


Mr. Bennett—to judge from his cam- 
paign speeches—evidently. calculated. 
This makes the transition from one field 
of politics to another distinctly hazard- 
ous. 


Marchand may replace Mr. Lesage as 
Liberal leader in Quebec. As a former 
federal minister, Mr. Lesage achieved 
great success in provincial politics but 
he did so while the Conservatives ruled 
in Ottawa. If Mr. Marchand, as the 
closest associate of Mr. Trudeau, should 
make the jump, the Union Nationale 
unquestionably would argue that a single 
group was attempting to monopolize 
power in the two capitals. 

The resulting suspicion might make 
for a difficult campaign even for Mr, 
Marchand who, up to now, has enjoyed 
great popularity in his native province:

Many -Provocations 


‘Never have two such¢hostile powers 
with such conflicting interests faced 80 
‘many provocations to let events get out 
of hand in Berlin, Hungary, Korea, the 
Middle East, Cuba, and Vietnam, and go 
to the big war. But always, in this phase 
of Washington-Moscow control of world 
events, one or the other of the two major 
governments has pulled back from major 
war at the poirit of crisis. 


They have missed many opporturil- ~~ 


ties, to reach a. sensible accommodation 
over atomic weapons, Germany, Europe, 
Cuba and Vietnam, but at least they 
have avoided the-silly pride that led: to 
the First World War over an assassina- 
tion at Saravejo, or the madness of 
Hitler that: produced the Second World 
War, and in the process, they have 
‘gained time. 


they had dominant world power- between 
1914-1939, also had the’ advantage of a 
common eivilization, but they fell apart 
and stumbled into two world wars.

Nevertheless, ‘they have seen the 
main point, that the big war has to be 
avoided, at all costs, and that the 
nationalistic conflicts with China may be 
more important to them than the old 
ideological, struggles with the West, . 

Similarly, President. Nixon has 
stopped talking as if he were-involved in 
a religious war with the Soviet Union, 
-and is trying to-get the Soviets td help 
end the war in Vietnam, control the 
savage conflict between the Israelis and 
Arabs in the~Middle East, and control 
the arms race, 


Carry on Propaganda : 


Both sides. are slow and ambiguous. 
Both aré carrying on the propaganda of 
the past without quite believing it, and 
both know that they are not really going 
to reach: agreement on a sensible and 
decent organization of the world. 

But somehow they have managed to, 
agree on the main point — that a big 
war is a disaster for everybody — ayid 
after 30 years this is something. Af least 
it is 10 years longer than the period 
between the two world wars, and it gives 
people more time to think. In this sense, 
the 30 years since the outbreak of |the 
last _world war, in spite of / the 
disappointments and stupidities /’ are 
important, and maybe even réassuring.

Still a M ystery 
60 Years Later

Early one midsummer morning 61 years ago— 

7:15 a.m. on June 30, 1908—the Siberian taiga was 

lit-up by a blaze of light brighter than the brightest 

sunlight. Simultaneously, a tremendous explosion 

rent the atmosphere, and a pall of smoke settled 
 over-the forest. ; 

. Immediately afterwards, investigators from the Irkutsk 
Seismological Station and Observatory collected statements 
from over a thousand eye-witnesses in the region of the Stony 
Tunguska River, where the explosion had occurred. 

Many reptrted seeing a flaming object flying across the 
sky, leaving a trail like that of a falling meteorite; others, 
near at hand, saw a blinding fireball appear above the taiga 


hear Vanhovara trading. post, then turn into a pillar of fire—- 


reaching up into the cloudless sky. 

After these visual phenomena came a crash, repeated 
several times over like a peal of thunder and audible up to a 
thousand kilometres away: It was followed by a hurricane of 
terrible force, which tore the roofs off houses and flattened 
fences over an area several hundred kilometres in diameter. 

Inside buildings features characteristic of earthquakes 
were observed. Movement of the earth’s crust was recorded 
by seismological stations in Irkutsk, Tashkent and Jena, 
Germany. 

For three days after the event the sky. 86 kilometres 
above Europe and North Africa was cavered” in luminous 
cloud which made it possible to take photographs or read a 
newspaper even in the middle of the night. * 


* 


However, it was not until 1921,-13 years later, that the 
first scientific expedition reached the scene of the 
disturbance. It was equipped by the USSR_Academy of 


Sciences, and led by the enthusiastic meteorite specialist Lev 
Kulik. He hoped to find the remains of a gigantic meteorite 
deep in the taiga, lumps of iron thousands of tons in weight. 

However, no large fragments were found either by this or 
any of the subsequent expeditions in 1927, 1928, 1930 and 1939. 
All that the expiorers could find were minute silvery beads of 
malleable nickel-iron, fragments of bluish glass with bubbles 
in, and rounded ‘granules of quartz. 

The war interrupted investigations. Interest in the 
Tunguska mystery was suddenly revived when, in February 
1547, a large iron meteorite weighing about 100 metric tons 
fell near the mountain range of Sikhote Alin, in the Soviet 
Far East. 

This provided Soviet scientists with 22 tons of iron from 
outer space, which was studied in eon detail and is now 
preserved in Moscow. With new and invaluable information at 
their disposal, the experts again turned,their attention to the 
secret of the 1908 taiga explosion. 

It was established that there was no levee crater at the 
centre of the disturbance, but that all the trees in the area 
had been torn down, and were lying with their tops pointing 
away from the explosion. V. Fesenkov, basing his conclusions 
on the evidence produced by new expeditions, proposed a 


‘ “fresh hypothesis on the origin of the disturbance. 


rd 


Like the earlier one, it also assumed that something had 
reached Earth from outer space, but that this was not a 
meteorite but a comet. According to current assumptions, the 
nucleus of a comet is made up of solidified, frozen gas. On 
entering our atmosphere at a speed of 30 kilometres a second,

With the coming of the space age, ideas about the nature 
of .the Tunguska explosion have undergone. further 
modification. Another recent theory suggests that an 
interplanetary space ship sent, to Earth from some other 
civilization was overtaken by disaster. 

But none of the hypotheses put forward so far provides a 
conclusive and cohsistent explanation of all the available 
data. Scientists are_therefore-‘confinuing to search for the 
cause of this extraordinary event, and both official 
individual expeditions continue to visit the scene of 
occurrence. 

In 1938, a seminar of young scientists started work near 
the scene of the explosion in an attempt to solve the mystery 
conclusively. For the first time, the problgm was discussed, 
not in studies thousands of miles from t ene, but actually 
on the spot, where traces remain. 

This cireumstance lends particular force and persuasive- 
ness to the various arguments. Moreover, discussion was not 
confined to going over the details of ideas already advanced. 
There are some new clues, differing—radically from all 
previous data. 

* 


The main question now is -whether the 1908 Tunguska 
explosion was unique and unrepeatable, or whether other 
occurrences can be shown to be similar in. character. The 
advocates of an arrival from outer space, of whatever kind, 
favour the first alternative. 

Other experts, however, claim that in fact similar cases 
have been known and carefully recorded. These geologists 
cite examples of volcanic eruptions which throw up gas and 
earth, but are not accompanied by the emission of large 
quantities of lava. 

The obvious example of. this is Great Kyanizadag, 
Azerbaijan’s biggest voleano, which in 1950 erupted burning 
gas, earth and a small amount of argillaceous matter. A 
pillar of flame leapt 600 feet skywards above it at an angle of 
55 degrees, before trailing away in ash--grey smoke. The 
flame bursting out of the crater swirled upwards like globes 
of fire. It is interesting that eye-witnesses of the Tunguska 
explosion also saw a brilliant fireball. 

An even more powerful eruption of huge masses of ash, 
slag and sticky lumps of earth occurred with the remarkable 
explosion of Krakatoa volcano, off Java. on 26th August 1883. 
Here again the earth was scorched, and instead of a crater 
there was merely a depression in the ground. 

The main eruption caused a strong shock wave in the 
atmosphere which was recorded all over the. world. The 
height to which matter was thrown was estimated at. 60 
kilimetres, and the noise of the eruption“was audible over 
2,000 miles away. 

* - 


In a hollow surrounded by low hills in the region of the 
Tunguska explosion, Kulik discovered a large number of 
craters filled with. black, liquid mud. To the south of the 
craters is a marsh where mounds are heaped up in waves, as 
if someone had pushed them outwards from the middle. An: 
Evenk who used to live nearby has declared that up to the 
time of the disturbance there was no marsh here, the earth 
being firm enough for anyone to walk over. This. and_ other 
indications strongly suggest that what took piace in Siberia in 
1908 was a mighty volcanic eruption of gas and earth. 

The small quantity of hard substances forced up to the 
surface caff#obviously be explained by the fact that the 
centres of volcanic activity in the Tunguska basin are fairly 
deep. Our present knowledge of the geology of the deepest 
layers of earth already adequate for explaining the 
processes which take place there. 

For example, it is indisputable that the volcanic activity 
in the area is connected with the Kimberlite diamond-bearing 
strata. If burning gas erupted here, then the area is obviously 
likely to conceal large reservoirs of oil and natural gas

RESOLUTE BAY, 
N.W.T.—Eskimos in arc- 
tic Quebec are confused 
and concerned at fed- 
eral plans to transfer to 
the provincial govern- 
ment responsibility for 
providing them with 
social services. 

This became clear last week 
after Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development Min- 
ister Jean ‘Chretien visited 
remote settlements on the 
east coast of Hudson. Bay, in 
New Quebec. 

Federal and Quebec officials 
have held a series of quiet, 
unpublicized meetings this 
year to plan the transfer of 
Eskimo services, and the 
target’ date is April 1, 1970. 

But despite the fact that 
Eskimo delegates have been 
brought into the  federal- 
provincial ‘talks, Chretien soon 
discovered _that- the Eskimo 
people and their leaders in the 
settlements do not understand 
what is happening. 

They fear that Quebec will 
cut their services, force their 
children into French language, 
rather than English, schools, 
and perhaps even take them 
out of Canada by separating. 


Postpone Meeting? 


—Now back in Ottawa, Chre- 
tien has to decide. how to 
proceed with his . policy. _of 
transferring responsibility to 
the province. in face of 
Eskimo doubts and opposition: 

He will probably postpone 
the federal-provincial-Eskimo 
conference due to be held in 
Quebec City on Sept. 10 and 
11, give up the idea of 
completing the transfer next 
spring, and seek Quebec’s 
agreement to phase in the 
new administrative arrange- 
ments over a period of vears. 

He may invite the provincial 
government to join with the 
-federal government in a joint 
administration of Eskimo 
affairs for several years, to 
aceustom the Eskimo people 
to the scheme. 

This could serve also as a 
pattern. for implementation of 
Chretien’s new “Indian policy, 
which calls for the provinces 
ro recognize’ Indians as full 
citizens and to extend to them 


regular provincial services 
—replacing present federal 
services. 

Indians, like the Eskimos, 


are objecting to this transfer 
and Chretien’ may find~= it 
necessary to phase in. the 
policy by a period of joint 
administration. 


Almost Accident 


The 3,000 Eskimos in arctic 
Quebec are under 
jurisdiction almost by ace 
dent. When. the provincial 
government, many years ago, 
failed to care for their needs, 
Ottawa stepped into the 
vacuum. 


But while the British ‘North * 


Américan Act makes specific 
federal provision for Indians, 
it says nothing to suggest that 
Eskimos living within a- pro- 
vince are not entitled to the 
same provincial services as 
all other citizens—provincial 
schools and health services, 
for example. ? 

Beyond Quebec, the only 
province with an Eskimo 
population is Newfoundland. 
And there, in fact, they are 
recognized as provincial citi- 
zens—although Ottawa pays 
90 per cent of the cost of 
services to them. 

Quebec’s neglect of its 
Eskimo population was sud- 
denly reversed, by the Quiet 
Revolutioh ushered in by the 
Lesage government, and par- 
ticularly by Rene Levesque 
when he was a 
minister in that 
tion. 

the name of 
nationalism, Levesque told 
Ottawa to pull out of the north 
of the province and leave the 
Eskimos to the Quebec gov- 
ernment. The federal govern- 
ment insisted on first consult- 
img the Eskimo people on 
their wishes.

casts in their areas, and to be 
ready ‘for a major conference 


this month—probably leading 
to provincial take-over next 
April 1. 


But when Chretien began to 
visit the Eskimo~settlements 
on his way to the high arctic 
last week, it was apparent 
that the elaborate plans for 
consultation have not func- 
tioned. 


At his first stop, Poste-de-la- 
Baleine (Great Whale), he 
talked through an interpreter 
with the Eskimo council : led 
by Silas Cookie. 


In the Eskimo -meeting hut 
there were flags of Canada 
and of Quebec, and a com- 
promise flag which the Eski- 
mos designed and made for 
themselves out of seal skin—a 
fleur-de-lys embossed on a 
maple leaf. 

The council had _ received 
the federal-provincial ,reports, 
but instead of regarding them 
as. an agenda—as matters: for 
discussion—thought of them 
as decisions already made 
without consent of the people. 


Cookie enquired anxiously 
about Quebec séparatism, and 
obviously ‘had trouble with the 
idea that Rene Levesque, 
once a member of the govern- 
ment, now leads a separatist 
party. 

Chretien told the council not . 
to fear separatism because it 
would “not happen, and he 
wrote off. Levesque by ex- 
plaining: ‘‘Four years ago he 
was. a Minister of the gov- 
ernment. Two ‘years ago he 
was a member of the opposi- 
tion. Now he has bis own 
party but he is stillin the 
Legislature. In two years 
time, after the next election, 
he will not even be that.” 

Up the Hudson Bay coast at 
Povungnituk, about 150 Eski- 
mos: crowded into the Roman 
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Catholic mission hall to hear 
the chairman. of their council, 
Davidapik Nuvalinga, question 
Chretien. 

“When the Eskimo people 
were ‘starving,’ the federal 
government found them," said 
Nuvalinga. ‘‘We do not forget 
that.""

Unqualitied Pledge 


Chretien gave the meeting 
an unqualified pledge that 
Ottawa -will sign .no agree-

Federal experts said later 
that the tour had made it 
apparent that more efforts 
are necessary to explain to 
the Eskimos the federal and 
provincial policies and inten- 
tions.

To Italians 


TORONTO (CP) — Corriere 
Camadese Tuesday became the 
first  ItalianJanguage daily 
hewspaper in Canada. 


Premier John Robarts of On- 
tario pushed two buttons to 
start the-press rolling in a brief 
ceremony’ at the newspaper's 
plant in northwest Toronto. 

He said it was a “great mo- 
ment’’ for Italians, who form a 
“very integral” part of Ontario 

“The dissemination of news is 
one of the most important parts 
of a democracy,”” he said. ‘“Cor- 
riere Canadese’s progression 
from a weekly to a daily paper 
means that Italians will be bet- 
ter served in their understand- 
ing of the Canadian-way of 
life.” 


The evening paper had been a 
thrice-wegkly publication since 
1%4. It is aimed mainly at the 
300,000 Italians in Metropolitan 
Toronto and is distributed to 
many centres in southwestern 
Ontario. 

WORKERS PROTEST 

About 80 Italian construction 
workers gathered at the news- 
paper plant-shortly before the 
premier arrived. They carried 
placards asking: “Mr. Robarts, 
why can’t Canadian independent! 
trade unions’ get a square deal 
in Ontario?” and ‘Why are Ca- 
nadian workers forced: to join 
Americah-controlled_unions ?"" 

The men are members of the 
independent Canadian Concrete 
Forming Union No. 1 led by 
Bruno Zanini and are locked in 
a jurisdictional dispute with the 
Toronto Building Trades.Council 
which has. halted concrete con- 
struction in- Metropolitan Toron- 
to. 

It was a friendly demonstra- 
tion and did not interrupt the 
ceremony, Mr. Zanini and other 
union officials accepted an invi- 
tation into the plant to join Mr. 
Robarts at coffee and to watch 
the ceremony. 

Publisher Dan Iannuzzi said 
Corriere Canadese—The Cana- 
dian Courier in English—is dedi- 
cated to “interpreting for Ttal-| 
jans the opportunities available 
to them in Canada so that_they.

PARIS (CP) — The sight of 
a Frenchman serenely sipping 
beer or white wine before 9 
a.m, is anything but rare in 
the cafes that 2bound through-_!

And with wineless meals a 
bizarre exception in French 
dining customs, the statement 
by a newly published report 
that consumption of alcobol in 
France over a 15-year period 
substantially exceeded the in 
take by numerous other West- 
ern countries, per head of the 
adult population, comes as no 
surprise 

The report is in the latest 
bulletin issued by a Paris- 
based study group called the 
Institut National de la Con- 
sommiation, which specializes 
in analysis of such consumer 
habits, 

Measuring the national con-.| 
sumption of intoxicating | 

drinks in terms of pure alco- { 

hol, the institute says that be- | 
tween. 1951 and. 1966 national 
intake averaged 28. litres, or 

49 pints, annually for every 

adult in France. 

The institute said the aver- 
age adult consumption every 
year in Italy was 35 pints, in | 
West Germany 25 and Switz- 
erland 19. | 

There was no reference to 
Canada, but in the United 
States, Britain “and Belgium 
the averagé annual intake of 
pure alcohol per adult resi- 
dent was 18 pints, the organi- 
zation reported. 

In France, wine accounted 
for 735. per cent of alcohol 
drinks consumed. 

Drinking of cider by 
Frenchmen fell off, partly be- 
cause producers of this re- 
freshment put more emphasis 
on a sweet taste than the 
French palate was willing to 
tolerate. 

But consumption of beer in- 
creased.and the drink’s alco-

cent from 3.65 over the 1951-66 

period, said the institute.

The same kind of glass is 
also found “in countless little 
pits in the lunar rocks the 
astronauts brought back. “‘The 
tops of the-racks are dott 


with little glass-rimmed 


craters,” says Dr. Clifford 
Frondel of Harvzrd. ‘"We call 
them ‘zap craters.’ The zap 


craters, plus other measures, 
will tell scientists how many 
micrometeorites have hit a 
given ‘area over a given time. 


As for the rest of the lunar 
dust, sometimes described as 
a “great. mystery’ in recent 
weeks, “it is no mystery,” 
Frondel states. It’s just 
“fragmental material,” bits of 
rock pulverized by meteorite 
rain. 

The abundant glass also 
Tepresents one_of several lines 
of evidence that the moon 
experienced “great heating — 
for more than local heating,’” 
in one scientist's words. This 
gets to the most basic argu- 
ment about the moon's his- 


rock returned by the astro- 
naut$S testifies clearly. that 
this rock was melied. But was 
the melting caused only by 
surface impacts of great 
meteorites or asteroids, or by 
inner volcanism, like the 
voleanism that has shaped the 
earth? 


This question may take a 
long time to settle. Evidence 
now available, in the view of 
several scientists, seems to 
say the heating was not just 
local but extensive and deep 
in the moon's interior. 

The rocks proved surpris- 
ingly dense. This suggests 
both that a volcanic process 
produced the rocks, and that 
the density is sufficient to 
account for: the mascon effect. 
Mascon theorists, by —this 


ed___yiew, need look no further. 


The moon rock is suffici- 
ently enriched in radio-active 
minerals — uranium, thorium, 
potassium — indicate that 
there was enough radioactiv- 
ity in the interior of the early 
moon to. produce enough heat 
(some 2,000 degrees) to melt 
rock and trigger volcanism. 


The “‘screwey chemistry” of 
the rocks, as one geo-chemist 
described it, also seems to 
say: “This rock was miore 
than locally molten.”

vitamin C we need. We often 
eat some berriés ora piece of 
melon or-a tomato or an apple 
or an orange. 

As people should know, in 
the years around 1500, thous- 
ands of sailors died of a dis- 
ease called scurvy, which was 
due to a lack of the vitamin C 
that is found in raw fruits and 
fruit. juices. The poor sailors 
had to live largely on salt 
pork and hard tack. > 

Curiously, when some early

Xuan Thuy, Hanoi’s chief negotiator, said, “If 
President Nixon continues to withdraw troops 
rapidly and in considerable numbers we will exam- 
ine this factor and take it into account.” ! 


His remarks constituted the first indication 
that Hanoi would consider anything less than the 
total and unconditional withdrawal of the half mil- 
lion troops in South Vietnam. 


By the same token, he hinted that North Viet- 
nam would no longer insist on its other previously’ 
intransigent demand that the present Saigon regime 
be replaced by a provisional coalition government. 


Left unanswered was whether his remarks to 
reporters at a North Vietnamese reception repre- 
sented the long-hoped-for breakthrough at the 
deadlocked peace talks or rather a propaganda 
ploy designed to increase pressure on Washington.
